Then, with few exceptions, 


the state quit selling land. 
This left about 1.6 million 
acres that was being leased 
for 12-year periods. 


As Leases Expire 


The last Legislature, at the 


urging of Sen. Ramey C. 
Whitney of Chappell and oth- 
ers, ordered that all the land 
be sold as current leases ex- 
pire. 


Before 1955, the biennial 


proposal to sell the lands was 
always labeled foolhardy. 


But supporters of the sale 


effort convinced the legislat- 
ors that the state was losing 
millions of dollars in potential 
investments by retaining con- 
trol of the property. 


Unprecedented 


The main reason for t h e 


success of the effort was an 
unprecedented east-west coa- 
lition in the Legislature over 
the proposal. 


Rancher - f a r m e r 
forces 


gained the upper band, with 
backing from some Omaha 
and Lincoln senators who pre- 
viously stood united against 
selling the property. 


The crux of the school lands 


dispute was not so much ov- 
er the lands themselves as it 
was over how the rental in- 
come was appropriated. 


Per Pupil Basis 


State law provides that the 


revenue must be distributed 
to the public school districts 
on a per pupil basis. 


This rankled western law- 


makers since most of the 
land Is located In their dis- 
tricts while the bulk of the 
students are In populous east- 
ern cities such as Omaha 
and Lincoln. 


In November Nebraska vot- 


ers will determine yet anoth- 
er proposition involved in the 
school lands controversy. 


Amendment 


They will ballot on a con- 


stitutional amendment t h a t 
would permit money from the 
land sales to be invested in 
high-return securities, Includ- 
ing corporate stocks and 
bonds. 


Present law restricts invest- 


ments to government bonds, 
which normally return less 
than 3 
ff> compared to more 


than 4Cc gain in private se- 
curities.

Johnson Grumbles, Signs New Gl Bill 


Washington OR — President 


Johnson Thursday signed the 
new GI bill providing educa- 
tion, housing and other bene- 
fits for veterans. 


The President s a i d the 


measure will cost more than 
he recommended but he not- 
ed that both the Senate and 
House passed it unanimously 
and said: 


"I am going to resolve the 


doubt In favor of Congress. It 
just could be that the Presi- 
dent was wrong." 


Besides, he said, it will re- 


affirm the pledge given by 
President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt after World War II that 
the American people never In- 
tend to let their armed forc- 
es down. 


Broadened 


Johnson had proposed that 


benefits under the bill be lim- 
ited to veterans of combat 
areas, but Congress broad- 
ened it to cover retroactively 
,-all veterans who have served 
.at least six months on active 
.duty since Jan. 31, 1955, and 
who were not dishonorably 
• discharged. 


Johnson said Its cost in the 


first year will be $245 million 
more than he had recom- 
mended. His limited propos- 
al would have cost an esti- 
mated $150 million a year. 


The House passed the ex- 


; panded measure 381 to 0, the 
Senate 99 to 0, and Johnson

veteran with one dependent, 
and $150 for a veteran with 
two dependents. Lesser allow- 
ances are provided for part- 
time training. 


VA OK Must 


The courses must be auth- 


orized by the Veterans Ad- 
ministration and will be lim- 
ited generally to U.S. educa- 
tional or vocational institu- 
tions, including high schools, 
junior colleges and colleges. 


Some correspondence school 


courses will be covered, but 
not courses In such things as 
bartending, dancing, skiing 
and public speaking. 


The veteran will have eight 


years after his discharge to 
use up his educational bene- 
fits.

Doubtful New 
" Area 


-Many will find disagreement with the 


fijoal priorities established by President 
JoQnson through budget submissions to Con- 
gress this week. Sure to be a hotly con- 
tcsTcd matter is the proposed elimination of 
tha general hot lunch and milk program in 
clejnentary schools—to be turned at a sav- 
ingsu-lnto a program of aid to the needy 
only? In cutting milk and hot lunches, the 
President would propose to save $101 mil- 
lionr 


*;0n the other hand, the President has 


gone to Congress with a $700 million request 
- 
for a new cabinet-level 
Department of Trans- 
portation. In the case of 
the new department, 
there would be consoli- 


dation of an existing 12 separate agencies 
of government so the actual new costs of 
the" program arc unknown at the moment. 
Emphasis in the new program would be 
placed on safety on the highways and in the 
air. We wonder if this is an area of things 
which yet merits this kind of attention from 
our government, especially at the federal 
level. 


The new department would find Itself 


laying n heavy hand on the auto industry, 
dictating construction and designs deemed 
to Improve the safety of transportation. But 
Just how sure are we that the carnage on 
the highways Is more mechanical than hu- 
man? The" safest car In the world is a 
deadly weapon In the hands of an Irrespon- 
sible "driver and the government can do 
nothing about that. 


It seems that we could end up pouring 


billions down a rat hole through such a 
new federal agency. Highway deaths are 
surely a national disgrace but how to elim- 
inate them is a subject that has been widely 
debated and never settled. There are still 
loo many human factors involved to give us 
much hope in the engineering approach that 
would be made by the government. 


* 
And what arc the merits of sucli a new 


department when stacked up against the 
school hot lunch and milk programs? The 
President makes an issue of the need lor 
the school lunch program only where there 
is a poverty need. His program promises 
that those who need free school lunches will 
still get them without any embarrassment. 
This is a promise that is a little hard to 
buy. With some children paying and some 
not. those who do not will be known by all. 
And what would be the end results of the 
program? There is no certainty, even, that 
the program would save the money the 
President wants to save. 


Under the school lunch program, hot 


lunches arc served to about 18 million chil- 
dren In 71,000 schools at a cost of about 27 
cents per lunch per child. In Lincoln, the 
cost to pupils is exactly 27 cents If pur- 
chased on a weekly basis of five for $1.35. 
Added to this Is a federal subsidy of about 6 
cents. Remember, too, that this means a 
big volume operation. To cut the program 
back to the needy only 
uld well destroy It. 


Without a federal subsidy, the lunches to 
children would cost at least 35 cents and 
this would begin to bring dropouts. Rather 
than a 35-ccnt lunch, many parents would 
settle for sending their children off with a 
sack lunch that they could provide for less 
than 35 cents. As children dropped out of 
the program, the volume benefits would be 
reduced, adding further to the cost of the 
program. 


In time, this kind of cost-price squeeze 


would destroy the program for everyone ex- 
cept the needy. And what will it cost the 
schools and federal government to run a hot 
lunch program for the needy? For one thing, 
it is no longer a quiet and unknown pro- 
gram of help. Everyone would know exactly 
who was getting a free lunch, who was too 
poor to supply his own lunch. 


In numbers, the program would be 


greatly reduced and the costs, therefore, 
considerably Increased. In the end, a small 
number of hot lunches on u welfare basis 
could cost about as much as the total pro- 
gram docs today. Too. the welfare end of 
the program would be left in the hands of 
the local school district. 


Standards would be vastly different 


from one district to the other, with there 


being little doubt that 
children in some areas 
who need a hot lunch 
would receive none. 


An Economic 


Value 


Finally, the hot lunch 


program has been a considerable conven- 
ience and a laudable public health pro- 
gram. The plea of convenience is strength- 
ened by the fact that the program also as- 
sists the disposal of agricultural products 
and improves the price of agricultural prod- 
ucts. While many children might be able to 
afford their own lunches, it is a question 
how many of them would get one. 


It is a certainty that not all of them 


would receive as nourishing a meal as they 
do under the school lunch program. As an 
absolute necessity, the school lunch pro- 
gram is hard to defend but it has a great 
many things in its favor. And in the federal 
scheme of tilings, the program is one that 
lias not cost a great deal of money. It is 
hoped that the President loses this economy 
effort. 


Who Gets The Benefit? 


', State Treasurer Fred Sorenscn lias 


made it known that he is in part reversing 
the. fiscal policy of the late Governor Ralph 
B&oks. lie has reinstated a dozen Nebras- 
ka.'banks as depositories of state funds. 


: Governor Brooks, in his line, withdrew 


state deposits from Nebraska banks and or- 
dered the funds invested in government se- 
curities. Since the banks were making no 
payment for the funtis and federal securities 
yielded a varying interest rate, the state 
galqcd in revenue by something over a mil- 
lion-dollars a year—a saving of that much 
to'ttc taxpayers. 


I'^Sorensen based his reversal of that poli- 
cOn tllc argument that Nebraska badly 
needs capital. If state funds arc distributed 
among Nebraska banks they, in turn, will 
hate greater lending liquidity. The money 
wyrthus be used to stimulate Nebraska eco- 


nomic activity which, in turn, will supply 
the sinews of growth and more tax in- 
come. Sorcnscn's conclusions are naturally 
speculative, but there is a measure of sound- 
ness in them. But the change thus far is 
inconclusively small. He lias placed only 
$800,000 in a dozen eastern Nebraska banks. 
This is not a sufficient amount nor widely 
enough spread to make a consequential 
difference in the Nebraska economy. The 
state presently has more than $43 million 
in interest-bearing federal issues. 


Back of all of tills is the age old issue 


of whether the banks should pay some 
modest amount for the use of state funds. 
Until the depression of the "30's a deposit 
fee was an accepted practice. But during the 
difficult years the banks successfully end- 
ed the payment of deposit fees and have 
paid none since. 


Shaky Suggestion 


« It is unfair to the faculties of colleges 


aiJU universities to make the grades they 
give out determine whether a student 
should or should not be exempt from the 
draft. 


It lias been suggested by Selective 


Service that the lower half or third in col- 
logc grades should be made subject for duty 
iriViet Nam. 


- This is a silly and dangerous sugges- 


tion. In the first place no two schools grade 
alike. No two college students are alike. 
Students do. not carry equal work loads. 
Some students lake short cuts. Others play 
it-more honestly. A good student with a 
heavy work load in difficult subjects may 
be a much better student thnn one who is 
coasting through with an easy schedule. 
There is really nothing substantial or de- 
pendable to get hold of in this "bottom half 
o{ third" suggestion. 


Moreover, it makes the instructor too 


much of an arbiter of the future of his stu- 
dents in a field of life and death. 


There may be sound reasons for ex- 


empting fine students, but as a practice it 
is wrong in principle. There should be very 
few exemptions in respect to war service 
and all of them should be clearly just. War 
is a national calamity, not just a calamity 
for those lacking advantages or less skillful 
in getting college grades. Special defer- 
mcnls are in effect class legislation. 


Speaking in terms of college grades, it 


docs not always follow that the one with 
highest grades turns out to be the most use- 
ful. Sometimes it is quite the opposite. The 
late Albert Einstein had scholastfc difficulty 
in his college years. Yet he became the 
world's leading mathematician and opened 
provocative new vistas in science.' 


Power Picture Clears 


1 Announcement by the Omaha Public 
Power District that it may build a 400 
megawatt (400.000 kilowatt* nuclear power 
generation plant further points the way of 
the future in public power in Nebraska. 
Such a plant would be the largest genera- 
tion facility in the state, would further im- 
prove the electric system in Omaha and 
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would strengthen that city's ties with the 
Mid-Continent Area Power P l a n n e r s 
(MAPP). 


The latter is a gridwork of states in this 


central region of the country, banding to- 
gether for the purposes of interchanging 
power, "lie organization has just recently 
been joined, also, by Consumers P u b l i c 
Power District. 


Both the Omaha plant proposal and the 


growth of MAPP are testimony to the di- 
rection in which public power in this state 
ought to move. Both are movements in the 
direction of greater size for the realization 
of maximum efficiency. It is volume produc- 
tion and integrated distribution that will 
make or break an area in the future in the 
matter of its electric service. 


Without these two things, an area will 


be unable to provide competitive electric 
rates and the consequences of that are ob- 
vious. It means higher costs to all custom- 
cr.s and a liability to any possible new in- 
dustry. 


With its joining of MAPP, Consumers 


gives further encouragement to the consoli- 
dation of wholesale generation and distri- 
bution facilities in Nebraska and the kind 
of operation that offers maximum efficiency. 
Such a consolidated agency could assume 
the MAPP membership by Consumers or 
join oilier power pools in the offing. It is 
obvious that without any such action, all of 
Nebraska except Omaha will be some day 
an Island of costly .and damaging electric 
rates.

In addition to giving the 


FCC regulatory jurisdiction 
over some 16.600 CATV sys- 
tems in the nation, the bill 
would declare that state and 
local governments could set 
additional rules for CATV as 
long as these did not conflict 
with the federal ones. 


CATV uses an antenna sys- 


tem to pluck television signals 
from the air and pipes Ihem 
into subscribers' homes for a 
fee.

Library Development 
Plans Hit New Snag 


A State Education Depart- 


ment official reported Thurs 
day that Nebraska's efforts to 
participate in a federal school 
library development program 
have hit another snag.

more than one agency bid to 
operate the library program 
for Nebraska's non-p u b 11 c 
schools.

Nebraska's 
allocations in the f u ' t u r e 
may top $1 million annually. 


Agreed To Coordinate 


Representatives of Nebras- 


ka's major non-public school 
systems have agreed to form 
a non-profit corporation to co- 
ordinate the library program 
for private schools if the pro- 
posal receives federal approv- 
al.

Washington (UPI) — A one- 


time f e d e r a l trust-buster

Western Union, according to 


Thurman Arnold, then would 
"extort" a 20% Idckback from 
the florists filling the orders. 


Arnold, who gained fame for 


his antitrust activities for the 
Franklin 
D. Roosevelt ad- 


ministration, l e v e l e d the 
charges in his current role as 
counsel for the Florists' Trans- 
world Delivery 
Association 


(FTA). He presented them at 
a hearing of a House small 
business subcommittee. 


The association is appealing 


to Congress to block the pro- 
posed entry of Western Union 
into the flower-by-wire busi- 
ness this April. It claims this 
would cut into the already 
slim profits of the small flor- 
ist and force the consumer to 
pay more. 


Under the 
plan, someone 


wanting to send flowers would 
call Western Union and place 
an order. Western Union would 
fill the order with a florist 
who has signed up with its 
plan. It would collect a 20% 
commission on the sale. 


"Western Union will not 


have a dime's worth of capital 
investment in its flower serv- 
ict," testified Charles Hum, 
president of the florists' or- 
ganization.

He 
explained he wanted to go to 
n nearby ship to ask tiiat an 
SOS be sent, because his own 
radio room was in the center 
of the flames. He testified he 
later came back to the vessel 
and helped evacuate passen- 
gers, and this was corrobor- 
ated by the chief engineer.

The board found that the 


fire started in Room G10, on 
the main deck, formerly a toi- 
let space.

chairs. It was lighted with a 
jury-rigged wire connected to 
a naked bulb. 


Cause Speculated 


The exact cause of the fire 


could not be pinpointed. The 
board said it might have been 
a malfunction of the make-do 
electric circuit, sparks from 
ventilating ducts, or failure 
by someone to put out a cig- 
arette. 


The fire spread fast in the 


superstructure, part of which 
uas painted wood. 


The board said a safely pa- 


Irol did not follow a pre- 
scribed route through t h e 
ship that night. 


Specifically, it recommended

1. Three notrump. Part- 


ner is bound to have values 
of one kind or another for 
his bid, whether in the form 
of high cards, distribution, 
or a combination of both. 
Whatever his values, a game 
must be reached. 


Three notrump appears to 


be the easiest game contract 
to make, but North may 
have other ideas, in which 
case he might go on to four 
hearts. The important thing 
is that you can't afford to 
bid only two notrump or 
three clubs, neither of which 
is forcing. 


2. Two hearts. The best 


way of showing heart sup- 
port, which we have, is by 
bidding two hearts. The trap 
to avoid is a two spade bid, 
which by no means suggests 
support for hearts. Partner 
did not open the bidding 
but merely overcalled, and a 
new suit named by us there- 
fore would not assure further 
bidding and might lead to the 
wrong contract. Partner's 
overcall in the one level im- 
plies interest in a part 
score, not a game. 


3. Four hearts. 
Regard- 


less of how weak partner's 
overcall is, you have to get 
to a game, and the simplest 
way of getting there is by 
bidding it. A good case can 
also be made for bidding 
three diamonds in order to 
indicate slam possibilities. 
This approach is entirely ac- 
ceptable. 


4. Three diamonds. Here, 


also, a game is indicated, 
but whether the best game 
contract is in spades, hearts 
or clubs is at the moment 
uncertain. The cuebid, in 


addition to showing control 
of 
diamonds 
and a good 


hand, has the further advan- 
tage that it might induce 
North to bid a second suit, 
if he has one. In that case, 
with a better trump suit 
having been found, the hand 
would become that m u c h 
easier to play. Of course, if 
North simply rebids hearts, 
we carry on to game. 


5. Pass. Here we have 


the makings of a misfit and 
the wisest thing to do is 
pass. A two spade bid might 
work well occasionally, but 
there is too much danger in 
bidding it. 


The misfit in hearts is al- 


ready known, and, if we 
were to try two spades and 
it turned out that partner 
was short in that suit, the 
opponents might start doubl- 
ing and we would then not 
have a safe place to rest. It 
pays to be cautious in mis- 
fit hands.

New York <*—Republican 


Mayor John V. Lindsay an- 
nounced Thursday night a 
s w c e p i n g tax reform pro- 
Cram, including the city's 
first personal income tax, as 
part of a $520 million t a x 
package. 


The tax program is de- 


signed to finance a record 
$4.5 billion budget. 


Disclosure of the tux pro- 


gram swept Lindsay Into the 
second major crisis of his 
two- m o n t h administration. 
When he explained the pro- 
gram to the strongly Demo- 
cratic .city council earlier in 
the day, some councilman 
stormed out of the meeting. 
Reaction In the legislature al- 
so may be cool. 


The core of the tax plan is 


the income tax, which Lind- 
say said will raise $385 mil- 
lion annually. It would be 
graduated from one to five 
per cent and would be col- 
lected by the state as with- 
holding. 


Commuter Tax- 


Lindsay revealed his pro- 


posals in a radio and televi- 
sion address, saying he had 
no choice but to seek the in- 
come tax. which would apply 
to residents and 250,000 out- 
of-town commuters.

Unit's Policy: 
No Industry

Nebraska Resources Direc- 


tor D a v e Osterhout said

sibility should be appraised In 
depth. It is Illusory to assume 
that federal controls repre- 
sent an escape from the evil 
consequences of Inflation. The 
unthinking assume that poli- 
ticians can continue to inflate 
the currency through contin- 
uing unbalanced budgets and 
soft money policies and can 
avoid the payoff through price 
fixing and wage fixing. 
\ 


At best, such controls re- 


sult in a frustrated inflation, 
in which all varieties of mal- 
adjustments 
and disparities 


may be c r e a t e d . Such a 
course is at variance with the 
stated objective of William 
McChesncy Martin, Jr., chair- 
man of the Governing Board 
of the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem, to achieve "sustainable 
prosperity.' 


Rigid federal controls are 


tantamount to devices which 
prevent individuals from test- 
ing the authentic purchasing 
power of the dollar. 


Distortions 


When the c o n t r o l s arc 


lifted, all varieties of distor- 
tions arc found. Of course, the 
issue is not whether the coun- 
try is to have controls, but 
rather whether Congress is 
to substitute legal controls for 
the cxtralcgal methods used 
by the late President Ken- 
nedy in the spring of 1962 in 
the matter of steel prices and 
in recent limes by President 
Johnson in price maneuvers 
especially in respect to alumi- 
num and copper prices. 


The Johnson Great Society 


administration introduced a 
new technique in the threat 
that, if aluminum and copper 
executives were adamant to 
White House wishes respect- 
ing prices, the inventory of 
metals might be used as a 
club. 


In addition, ever since the 


Eisenhower 
administration 


there have been guidelines in 
setting ceilings for wage rate 
increases. The present Coun- 
cil of Economic Advisers for- 
malized the voluntary re- 
straints and have indicated 
that added labor costs be held 
to the estimated annual im- 
provement in overall national 
productivity of 3.29e. Similar 
maneuvers w e r e made in 
England by the Conservative 
Party with the wage pause, 
and by dc Gaulle's adminis- 
tration in France. 


Both the voluntary and the 


mandatory restraints are an 
attempt to obviate the effects 
of inflating the currency. 


Hazard 


The hazard lies in the fact 


that such sideshows of policy 
ejivert popular attention from 
the basic causes of inflation 
In the fiscal and monetary pol- 
icies of politicians. 


Up to now, the upturn In 


stock prices has been accom- 
panied by sharp increases In 
corporate profits and in divi- 
dend distributions to stock- 
holders. As a matter of fact, 
earnings have outdistanced 
stock price rises, and as a re- 
sult the price-to-earnlngs ra- 


. tios of leading shares, such 
as those in the Dow Jones In- 
dustrial Average, have de- 
clined from the 1961 level. 
The bnDf, who expect far- 


,flher liies la itock prices, 


arc committed to the posi- 
tion that profits will continue 
to rise. Those who question 
this forecast point to the fact 
that some of the stimulus to 
corporate earnings after in- 
come taxes arc non-recur- 
rent. They underline the un- 
likelihood of further near-term 
cuts In tax rates and to lack 
of the earlier stimulus from 
cheap money as interest rates 
rise. Of course, a sudden end 
to fighting in South Vietnam 
could seriously change the 
outlook. 


At this interlude of pause at 


the Stock Exchange and reor- 
ientation, the issue is whether 
net profits after taxes will not 
only rise, but continue to 
climb at the existing tempo 
of improvement or better. Any 
levelling off at this plateau 
would cause speculators to re- 
evaluate whether stock prices 
arc in line with realistic ex- 
pectations.

are reluctant to divest their 
portfolios of so-called

there has been a corrective

has created a buying oppor- 
tunity. 


While there is still the haz- 


ard of mass psychology caus- 
ing many to react the same 
way, a healthy stock market 
is not consistent with a con- 
sensus. On the contrary, a 
free open market depends on 
differences of opinion as to 
the outlook. 


In light of the imponder- 


ables, the prudent investor 
seeks to hedge through a bal- 
anced 
financial 
diet, 
with 


some fixed d o l l a r invest- 
ments, such as short term fed- 
eral obligations, savings ac- 
counts, insurance and annuity 
contracts, on the one hand, 
and inflation hedges in the 
form of growth stocks and 
well selected real estate, on 
the other. The fixed money 
segment relieves the investor 
of the risk of becoming a ne- 
cessitous seller of stocks at 
an inopportune market time 
in order to realize funds for 
personal, family or business 
emergencies.

Urges Merger 
C&NW, C&GW 


Washington (&—Merger of the 


Chicago & Northwestern and 
Chicago & Great Western rail- 
ways into a nearly 12,000-mile 
system 
was 
recommended 


Thursday by an Interstate 
Commerce Commission ex- 
aminer. 


If the full commission ap- 


proves, the new C&NW sys- 
tem will serve 11 midwestern 
states and such major cities 
as Chicago, Minneapolis, St. 
Paul. Duluth, Omaha, Dos 
Moines and Kansas City. 


The new company would bo 


formed by merging the 1,458- 
mile Great Western into the 
10,417 mile C&NW to create 
an 11,875 mile system. 


The recommendation by ex- 


aminer Henry C. Darmstadler 
—who wrote a report favor- 
ing the merger of the Penn- 
sylvania and New York Cen- 
tral railroads nearly a year 
ago—continues a steady trend 
at the ICC toward further rail- 
road consolidation. 


In the C&NW case, Darm- 


stadter recommended unique 
conditions:to protect railroad 
workers who might be ad- 
versely affected by the merg- 
er. More than 500 jobs eventu- 
ally would be eliminated on 
both railroads, he said. 


He recommended that the 


merged company be required 
to pay the cost of employing 
or retraining displaced work- 
ers through direct payments 
to new employers of the dis- 
placed men.
